The prompt suspension of Judge Vin- 


cent by the President is very favorably 
commented on, as showing that the 
President will not tolerate any wrong- 
doing eveu by members of his own 
piu'ty or the appointees made by him- 
self. Judge Vincent cannot plead ig- 
norance of the circumstances surround- 
ing Dorsey, and the general belief is 
that he made his selection with a full 
knowledge of all those who were inter- 
ested in land speculations. 
The Su- 


preme Bench of New Mexico, the most 
important couvt in any of the Terri- 
tories, is, it would seem, demanding a 
good deal of the President's attention. 
Mr. Cleveland made a clean sweep ol 
the Republican Judges, but one of bis 
own appointment.-), Judge Fleming, of 
Ohio, lias already resigned. To gome 
people it will soecu ttmt the suspension 
of Judge Vincent follows suspiciously 
close upon Judge Fleming's arrival and 
his visit to the White House. Judge 
Fleming resigned ostensibly on account 
of ill-health, and the President gave 
him a short letter expressing bis appre- 
ciation ol the retiring official. Just why 
the certificate of character was given 
was not understood at the time, but the 
suggestion is thrown out now that the 
intention was to clear the skirts of 
Judge Fleming in advance of this sec- 
ond scandal.

Meyer Zuliok, the • newly appointed 
Governor of Arizona, is not known to 
old dwellers in the Territory.

only been a visitor there for about two 
and a half years and during that time 
his visits have"only been short. How- 
ever, since be became an applicant for 
the Governorship, be has lived in and 
about Tuscon.

Thcngh bis personal 
friends speak well of him, most Arizon- 
ians ratber resent bis appointment and 
regard him as a carpetbagger. H« is 
an Kastern man, '.and until {recently 
never pretended to look upon Arizona 
OB anything but a.foraging ground.

hot buzz of excited comment and specu- 
lation at onoo ensued.

signation been requested? 
Were they

Had they become frightened for them- 
selves and their families by the recent 
dastardly outrages? All these queries 
and many others were vainly asked and 
us vniuiy answered, and to obtain a 
clear understanding of the matter, a 
Herald reporter last evening called upon 
Mr. Yariun at bis office, Mr. Dieksoa 
being absent at Court in Provo. The 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney express- 
ed himself as willing to answer auy in- 
quiries put by the reporter, who accord- 
ingly at once asked tan reasons for the 
resignation. 


"The reasons are," replied Mr. Va- 


rian, "that we feel wo can do better for 
ourselves by practicing HS a private 
firm." 


"Yon will remain here, then?" 
"Decidedly." 
"When was your resignation for- 


warded?" 


"Mine was sent September 5th, and 


here is ita acceptance." He showed the 
reporter a brief letter from John Goode, 
Acting Attorney-General, dated Sep- 
tember 12fcb, acknowledging receipt of 
the writer'^ favor of the 5th, and stating 
tbnt his resignation us Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Utah hud been ac- 
cepted. 


"Mr.Dickson'aresigaatiou," said Mr. 


Vurian, "was forwarded a week ago 
Sunday, and no answer to it has yet 
been received. It read 'to take effect 
December 31st, unless sooner acted 
upon,' BO that a successor may be ap- 
pointed any day. 
December 31st was 


named BO that the court would not be 
left without a prosecutor, and tbe pros- 
ecutor be given time to look over the 
field. Both resignations are final, aud 
the sooner wo are out of it, the better 
we will be pleased." 


"When did you decide on resigning?" 
"We have decided for the past eight 


or nine months to retire, bat could 
never do so without leaving something 
uncompleted, or some important ques- 
tion we had raised, undecided. We took 
the office a year ago last February." 


"What is the salary of the Assistant 


Prosecuting Attorneys?" 


"I received $1,500 a year. When 


Mr, Dicksou came iu he desired to hare 
me appointed assistant at once, tut 
Brewster would not remove Me. Sprague 
for some time arid I did not eut-r upon 
the office till last December. 
We have 


been paying two men right along, Lewis 
in Provo and Gritchlow ia Beaver, and 
all this has to come out of the* sum al- 
lowed the District Attorney. 
Under 


Van Zile, Mr. Snow and Mr. Sprague 
were both paid by the government, but 
when Mr. Snow resigned, the Depart- 
ment refused to continue the allowance; 
there has been but a niggarly salary left 
after making all tbe payments for aid, 
as you eun see, und we have simply de- 
cided that we can do far better for our- 
selves by practicing as a private firm. 
Added to that the office ia very far 
from being a pleasant one; there is a 
good deal of traveling necessary, and 
no little amount of disagreeable work, 
abuse, and ill-feeling to encounter." 


"Have you any idea as to who the 


successor will be?" 


"None. Mr. J. A. Marshall, of Hall 


& Marshall, is most largely backed by 
the bar here, and I signed our firm's 
name to a petition in bis behalf to-day." 


Thanking Mr. Varian for his infor- 


mation, tbe reporter withdrew.

makers as well as the chief drinkers of 
this other beverage that according to 
this modern King Cole "cheers but not 
inebriates." Nineteen-twentietbs of the 
breweries in the Union are opsrated by 
Germans, and as a rule the cities which 
show the largest proportion of this for- 
eign 
element exhibit also the largest 


beer-producing interest. According to 
tbe ratio of population Milwaukee leads 
off as first on the list, as this is its 
chief industry; only New York aud 
Philadelphia exceed it in aggregate pro- 
duction; followed close by St. Louis. 
Brooklyn, Cjncinatti, Boston, Chicago 
and 
Newark, in tbe order 
nauiud. 


These nine cities represent five-eighths 
of the entire production of the country, 
while in proportion to the capital inves- 
ted Milwaukee 
again leads 
the list 


with only one manufacturing Interest 
exceeding that of b«er in St. Louis 
and but two in New York and Boston. 
Au industry which takes such a promin- 
ent position among the productions of 
the world, calling for thu highest per- 
fection and the development of the lu test 
resources i;i scientifiu dirfoovcry, und 
which is exceeded in the capital invest- 
ed by only five other (metal products, 
cotton goods, woollen and worsted goods, 
lumber and grist) iu our own luud, may 
well claim attention. • 


The United s»t,i»tes Supreme Court.- 


Whether there will occur enough va- 


cancies on tbe bench of the Supreme 
Court of the United States within the 
next three and a half years to eini)jl« 
President Cleveland to reconstruct that 
tribunal by appointing a mujority of 
Democratic Judges, is a serious question. 
That a Democratic Court would declare 
the Constitutional Amendments invalid, 
hardly admits of a doubt. This would 
reopen every issue of the war for a sew 
settlement, and would involve 
only 


turmoil, disturbance and disaster.

The law^N^Bea that, on the arrival 


of a Justice o^rhe Supreme Court ntthe 
age of seventy years, he may, if he hut* 
been ten yearn on the bench, retire on 
the full salary of his office. 
It will bo 


seen that Juatioe Bradley is already eli- 
gible for retirement, and Chief Justice 
Waite and Justices Miller and Field will 
be able to retire next year. 
None of tbe 


other members of the Court will be eli- 
gible for retirement in it number ot 
years. Justice Field is the only Demo- 
cratic member of the bench. If all the 
Justices who are now or will within a. 
year become eligible for 
retirement 


should resign, and if Democratic Jus- 
tice* should be appointed 
to 
their 


plucea, tbe Court would .still oor.sist of 
five Republicans und four Demucrutf*. 
la th«t case, the death of inlbfr of ihe 
Republican Justices nml thu tippuint- 
meut of a Democrat to £11 the. vacancy, 
would result ia a majority "of Democratic 
Justices. 


It is not probable, however, that any 


of the Republican Justices of the. Su- 
preme Court w,ill resign for the pur- 
pose of retiring on their pensions. If 
Justice Bradley had intended to resign, 
be would doubtless haye done so last 
year in order to enable President Arthur 
to appoint a Republican jurist an his 
successor. 


AH to the three Justices who might 


retire next year on full pay, the 'indica- 
tions are that they will not avail them- 
selves of tbe privilege. 
Chief Justice 


Waite was in precarious health last 
year, but be has recently returned from 
a Toyage to Europe with his health fully 
restored. Justice ililler long ago ex- 
pressed a determination to resign at the 
age of seventy, but he has apparently 
recently undergone a change of pur- 
pose. He is in1 robust health and will 
probably be able to render service on 
the bench for many yeara to come. 
Whether Justice Field should resign or 
not, would make no difference with the 
political complexion of the Court. 


From thia review of the circumstances 


it does not appear probable there will 
be any resignation ftfim 
the Supreme 


Court. Such being the case, President 
Cleveland will not be enabled to pack 
the bench with Democrats, unless va- 
cancies shall be created by death, or a 
law shall be enacted to increase tbe 
number of tbe Justices to a sufficient 
extent for thnt pnrpofsje. 
As tbe Senate 


will in all probability continue to be 
Republican throughout the present Pres- 
idential term, that opportunity will not 
be offered to the President.—Chicago 
Journal.
